De-icing discharge

Metro Airport Releases Glycol 
into Frank and Poet Drain; 500 
Pounds of Fish Killed 

According to Brian Waganer, 
Envb*onmental Administrator for 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport, the 
airport flushed glycol, a de-icing 
fluid for airplanes into the FVank 
and Poet Drain last month. 

Normally, the glycol is pumped 
to the Wyandotte Wastewater 
Treatment Plant, when they are 
to try to dispose of the substance. 
But in this case, a valve, located 
15-feet underground, would not 
open, and it’s precarious position 
ruled out it being immediately 
worked upon. 

“We’re still dealing with the 
problem at the primary pond 
where deicing fluid is stored. The 
valve that leads to the downriver 
disposal site isn’t working. We 
tried for 6 weeks to use pumps, 
but 4 of them broke. We couldn’t 
get rid of it (the deicing fluid). We 
then implemented what I thought 
was a rather safe release.” 

Waganer said that three sepa¬ 
rate holding ponds were dis-

Rep. Ray Basham (D-Taylor) 
would like to set the record 
straight. He was accused by 
House Majority Leader Bruce 
Patterson (R-Canton) of not sup¬ 
porting his efforts to get more 
parking tax monies for the City of 
Romulus.

to indigent health care and juve¬ 
nile justice. 


charged over 3 -4 days beginning 
on Wednesday, May 16th. He said, 
“We tried to release a lot of water 
with it to help it go quickly down 
stream.” 

However, Waganer said that 
they ran into a problem, “The wa¬ 
ter (downstream) in Gibi altar was 
stagnant and in fact moved back¬ 
wards because of the wind. This 
resulted in a problem at the 
mouth of the FYank and Poet 
Drain.” 

The Frank and Poet Drain 
flows from SE Romulus, snaking 
its way through the downriver 
area communities, till its mouth 
empties itself into the Detroit 
River. 

“I was worried about the hu¬ 
man aspect of fixing the pipe. I 
was concerned about the poten¬ 
tial loss of life. Releasing the flu¬ 
id was the best option,” Waganer 
continued. 

To try to dilute the buildup of 
the concentration of glycol that 
occurred along the multi-mile 
stretch of the drain as it coursed 
through the Downriver area; ear¬ 
ly the next week, Metro airport 
contacted the city of Romulus to 
release clean water into the 


“Funding for Wayne County’s 
indigent health care and juvenile 
justice should not be jeopar¬ 
dized,” said Rep.Basham. 

Caught in the middle between 
the position’s of the two represen¬ 
tatives is the City of Romulus. But 
according to Dave Cox, Assistant 
to the Mayor, Romulus supports 
and understands Rep. Basham’s 
positioa 

He added, that the City is 
somewhat miffed with Rep. Pat¬ 
terson because they were not noti- 
fied of his new bill. “I wish he 
would have called to let us know,” 
said Cox. 

Rep. Patterson did have a 
meeting later with City officials, to 
inform them that he would be 
adding an amendment to the bill. 
That amendment would assure 
Romulus that they would receive 
tax money greater than what they 
were getting now from the park¬ 
ing tax.

FVank and Poet 

According to Dave Paul, the 
city of Romulus Director of De¬ 
partment of Public Works said, 
“They let us know Sunday 
evening that they needed us to 
open up the hydrants to help 
flush the glycol. We flushed thfe 
Frank and Poet Drain until 3 
a.m. 

Waganer said the federal Envi¬ 
ronmental Protection Agency 
(EPA) and the state Michigan De¬ 
partment of Environmental Qual¬ 
ity (MDEQ) have not issued any 
fines or sanctions yet; he said be¬ 
cause, “They undei'stand what a 
complicated problem this is.” 

“It was a short term event The 
water is safe and the creek is safe. 
It (the glycol) is non-toxic. They 
put it in TXvinkies.” Waganer said 
that the glycol breaks down when 
diluted in enough water. 

Brett Wiseley, Water Quality 
Specialist for MDEQ, disagrees, 
“The fluid being released was 
very high strength, and detrimen¬ 
tal to the environment It con¬ 
sumes oxygen. If put into a river, 
then the fish can’t breath.” 

This is just the latest time that 
glycol has been released into the 
drainage system. Wiseley said 
that Metro had released glycol in¬ 
to the Frank and Poet Drain 
around a dozen times over the 
last winter, because the Wyan¬ 
dotte Waste Water Treatment 
Plant has been incapable of re¬ 
ceiving it He said that there had 
been no observable damage to 
the drain and the wildlife in it un¬ 
til this last release. 

“They were able to dodge the 
bullet because there were good 
conditions in the winter. Howev¬ 
er, the last release was different 
than what they did all winter Be¬ 
cause of the lack of rain and the 
warmer temperatures, it killed 
the fish.” 

According to a MDEQ letter 
dated March 28 to Metro Airport, 
MDEQ wants explanations from 
the Airport about their winter gly¬ 
col releases. The letter also chas¬ 
tises the Wyandotte treatment 
center, stating simply that the 
Wyandotte center is simply ill 
equipped to handle large 
amounts of glycol de-icing fluids. 


Parking tax has state reps at odds

Pit Bull Owner Faces Possible 
Charges For Dog’s Attack 


On Monday, June 11th the own¬ 
er of two pit bull dog’s that at¬ 
tacked 11 year old Merriman 
Road School student Brian John¬ 
son, faced his first day in court in 
a preliminary hearing before the 
34th District Court Judge Tina 
Brooks Green. The owner, having 
been ticketed on different occa¬ 
sions for dogs at large, dangerous 
dogs, and for public nuisance is 
being prosecuted for the animal 
violations, and could face up to 90 
days in jail or a $500 fine in the 
formal hearing to be held in the 
next3-6 weeks. 

Romulus Ordinance Officer 
Hulen Yates reported, “At least 
one of the dogs has been a nui¬ 
sance for years. They have been 
ticketed before at least two times, 
being issued three tickets each 
time.” In fact one of these inci¬ 
dences occurred the Friday be¬ 
fore the attack on Brian. 


The attack occurred on April 
24th as Brian Johnson was walk¬ 
ing home with his two friends 
Shantez Akins, and Cortez Turner 
They were taking a short cut 
through the woods behind some 
homes when they spotted two pit 
bulls running free in the woods 
that began to chase them. The 
dogs caught Brian and began at¬ 
tacking his face, shoulder, and tor¬ 
so resulting in 58 stitches, a 
ripped tear duct, and subsequent 
surgery to repair his tear duct 

LaVerdia Green, Brian’s moth¬ 
er, is glad that Brian is alive, and 
hasn’t pressed any charges against 
the owner but is considering legal 
actioa She reports that currently 
Brian has had to get a second 
surgery on his tear duct, and will 
have to undergo future visits to in¬ 
sure that his tear ducts are work¬ 
ing properly. 


In what could be termed one of 
the biggest upsets in recent years, 
Romulus school board candidates 
Cheryle Buckley and April FVayer

Berlinn, the current vice-presi¬ 
dent, had been on the board for 
nineteen years. The two will serve 
four year terms. 

A 22-year CM employee and 
lifelong resident of Romulus, 
Buckley campaigned as a parent 
that would “offer her voice on be¬ 
half of the parents.’'’ She voiced 
concerns about MEAT? SAT and 
ACT scores, and wants Romulus 
to put a greater emphasis on see¬ 
ing that students score well on 
these tests. 

FVayer, who peppered the Ro¬ 
mulus countryside with campaign

signs, also voiced concern about 
test scores.

Delayed by rain, St. John’s 
Episcopal Church resumes its 
lOOth anniversary celebration Sat¬ 
urday 

On June 16, the Westland 
church is hosting an afternoon 
family celebration and at night an 
outdoor dance. 

“All our welcome,” said Fr. 
Mack. 

The afternoon celebration, 1-7 
p.m., features free pony rides and 
a Moon Walk for children 90 
pounds and under. Refreshments 
— soda, hot dogs, popcorn, and ice 
cream — will be served. 

The dance begins at 7 p.m. and 
will last until dark. 

But the celebration is about 
history. 

According to Fi'. Mack, St. 
John’s began as a missioa 

St John’s first services were 
held in Steers Hall, just off Mon¬ 
roe Street in Wayne, across from 
the Michigan Central Railroad. 
This hall, which was built in 1896 
over a store, was rented 1898 from 
the Grand Army of the Republic. 

In 1899, Mrs. Goldsmith offered 
her house on the comer of Mon¬ 
roe and Norris Streets as a place 
for worship. Mrs. Goldsmith’s 
house was used for a year. 

In 1900, Bernard’s Hall was 


rented, again from the Army. This 
hall was again over a store and the 
only entrance was by an outside 
stairway. It was while St John’s oc¬ 
cupied Barnard’s Hall that it was 
established as a missioa 

In 1904, St John’s acquired its 
first permanent home, a building 
constructed just after the Civil 
War by the Universalist Society at 
the comer of Norris and Newber¬ 
ry in Wayne on leased property. 

E^ven though the building was 
owned by the Universalists, it was 
being used by the Baptists at the 
time of St John’s taking over and 
was in need of many repairs. St 
John’s also assumed the property 
lease from the Universal!^. 

There was an inside vestibule 
and balcony. For an Episcopal 
Church, everything was cramped 
and inconvenient. The heating 
was by stoves; with only ranges of 
pipe, a system that produced a 
plentiful supply of dripping cre¬ 
osote. Therefore, the first im¬ 
provement was the installation of 
a furnace. 

During this installation that 
one of the vestrymen crawled un¬ 
der the church to look for a place 
for the furnace. The crawl space 
was too dark for the vestryman to 
see. 

The vestryman fell into a hole 
where there was a pump formerly 
used for supplying water for the

“The vestryman’s name be¬ 
came lost in our history for obvi¬ 
ous reasons,” said an article on 
the church’s history. ‘The parting 
with the stoves caused no sorrow 
and the furnace proved a great

luxury.” 

One hundred years later, the 
congregation has moved to 5^ S. 
Wayne Rd. in Westland, where the 
celebration and dance will be 
held.

After a lengthy investivatioa po¬ 
lice are ready to chaige a 28-year- 
old Westland woman for embez¬ 
zling more than $22,500 from the 
Edison Elementary School PTO’s 
bank account and for forgery, a po¬ 
lice spokesman said Monday. 

Westland police recently inter¬ 
viewed the suspect, the PTO’s 
treasurer. 

“The interview gave us enough 
information,” said Del Mark Sto- 
bbe. “We’re going for warrants.” 

The possible embezzlement 
came to light after PTO officers 
discovered that the organization’s 
bills were not being paid 

The discrepancy prompted 
Edison PTO Vice-President Carol 
Trantham to demand to see the 


organization’s check book and 
bank statements. 

However, the PTO’s treasurer 
avoided Trantham, police said. 

So Trantham and PTO Presi¬ 
dent Kim Shock went to Standard 
Federal, the PTO’s bank, and 
learned that the PTO’s balance 
was only about $3,800. Based on 
previous bank statements, they 
had expected to find about 
$19,600. 

They also learned that the bank 
statements were being sent to the 
treasurers home in Westland, not 
the school. 

Afterwards, Shock phoned the 
treasurer for an explanation 
about the shortfall and demanded 
a meeting. 

The treasurer refused either to 
meet or to turn over any bank 
statements over until her term as 


treasurer ended and she left of¬ 
fice. 

After Shock threatened to call 
Westland police, the treasurer 
drove to Edison, turned over a bag 
of records to Shock in the school’s 
parking lot, and quickly departed. 

In the bag there was a new 
checkbook and a new check reg¬ 
istry, a bank stamp, PTO files, un¬ 
cashed checks, and a $15,000 
cashiers check from Comerica to 
Edison PTO. 

When comparing check 
amounts for supplies and other 
expenses, it appeared that many 
bills were being overpaid by large 
amounts. Other checks had been 
reported as cancelled, yet were 
cashed. Other checks may have 
had forged signatures on them. 

It also appears that money 
from some PTO fundraisers, such

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Maybe Romulus deepwell 
solution to de-icing 


Metro Airport has a problem. De-icing 
fluid, known as propylene glycol, is a hot 
commodity at one of the world’s busiest air¬ 
ports. Northwest and other airlines use it 
all winter long to make sure their planes 
are prepared to fly without ice build-up. 

The de-icing fluid is usually held in re¬ 
taining ponds, mixed with stormwater Typi¬ 
cally the contaminated water is shipped by 
pipeline to a sewage treatment facility in 
Wyandotte. A few weeks ago, however, a 
broken valve was preventing the flow of the 
water, and airport officials decided to emp¬ 
ty the one million gallons of de-icing fluid 
and 25 gallons of storm water into the FVank 
and Poet Drain. 

Big mistake. Romulus residents as well 
as homeowners from other downriver com¬ 
munities complained about an incredible 
stench and substantial fish kill. The smell is 
not unusual for residents near the airport 
— they must endure it much of the time — 
but the fish kill was a new twist Fish num¬ 
bering in the thousands were found dead, 
many as far away as Gibraltar (15 miles). 

Some might say problem solved. It was a 
one time mistake caused by a faulty valve 
and will not happen in the future. Not so, 
according to Hae-Jin Yoon, Acting Supervi¬ 
sor of the Southeast Michigan MEDQ office. 

Yoon claims the Wyandotte facility is in 
non-compliance with their National Pollu¬ 
tion Discharge Elimination System permit 
and that they have severely limited the ac¬ 
ceptable amount of de-icing wastewater dis¬ 
charge that the Wyandotte plant can re¬ 
ceive. 

“This is especially problematic,” noted 
Yoon, since the airport did not develop a 
contingency plan in the event that Wyan- 
dbtte'could not provide treatment.. 

Here’s a suggestion that should be inves¬ 


tigated as a 
contin¬ 
gency. Envi¬ 
ronmental 
Disposal 
System’s 
(EDS) has a 
capped 
deepwell at 
its Wahrman Road property. The well was 
to be used by EDS to inject hazardous 
wastes, but a few years ago, they moved to 
Citrin Road, where they plan to build their 
hazardous waste well. 

The old well sits vacant within walking 
distance of the airport Only a few year’s old 
it would provide the airport with a modem 
facility that could handle the de-icing waste 
water for many years to come. Since glycol 
is non-hazardous (it is considered toxic), 
residents needn’t worry about problems 
with drinking water 

I’m told this idea was floated with the 
county a couple of year’s ago, but never 
went beyond a few discussions. With the lat¬ 
est round of problems, the County ought to 
be revisiting the suggestion with earnest 

At face value it appears to be a win-win 
situation for everyone. The airport would 
get the MDEQ off their backs, create a long¬ 
term solution to the de-icing problem and 
be a hero with local residents who must put 
off with the awlful stench. The City of Ro¬ 
mulus would no longer, hopefully, have to 
field the numerous complaints about the 
smell and by encouraging the deepwell be 
used for this process, would insure that the 
site be utilized for non-hazardous wastes 
only. 

Am I crazy, or does this sound like a good 
idea? 



Range wars continue into 21 century 


When this writer was a preteen 
growing up in Oregon, I read virtu¬ 
ally every western novel I could 
lay my hands on from Zane Grey 
to Louis EAmour. Most of the sto¬ 
ries were a variation on just two 
or three themes. 

One recurring theme was the 
range wars between cattle and 
sheep ranchers. It was usually the 
bad cattlemen against the out¬ 
numbered but valiant sheep men. 
The local lawman (sherifl) if in the 
story at all was usually ineffective 
if not corrupt The day was saved 
when a quiet stranger came into 
town and helped the underdogs 
prevail. 

One plot particularly remem¬ 
bered was where a mine owner 
(the wealthiest man in the territo¬ 
ry) was hiring thugs to claim jump 
on the independent miners in the 
area. Not satisfied with his 
wealth, he wanted it all Of course 
the quiet stranger eventually 
came in and saved the defenseless 
miners. 

Things are a little different to¬ 
day. Sure, factions still fight over 
private property. The major differ¬ 
ence is that the sheriff (govern¬ 
ment) is the claim jumper. 

At the federal level, several ad¬ 
ministrations (including the cur¬ 
rent one) seem intent on imple¬ 



menting the agenda of the most 
extreme of the “environmental¬ 
ists” that would set aside 50% of 
the country as wilderness barring 
human use. 

At the state and local level, the 
agenda is all about “develop¬ 
ment” It seems a developer only 
has to claim he will add jobs to the 
workforce and government will 
take private property and sell it to 
the developer 

Soon, developers may not even 
have to wony about claiming to 
add jobs. A bill in the state legisla¬ 
ture (H.B. 4028) would allow local 
governments to take private prop¬ 
erty if the governing body (City 
Council or Board of Trustees) de¬ 
cides the property has a better use 
than that to which the owner is 
putting it 

In Clinton Township last week, 
the Board of Trustees took the 
first step to do just that 

A parcel of 25 acres that was 
zoned commercial and had been 


used continuously for that pur¬ 
pose from 1914 to 1999 was re¬ 
zoned to residential by a unani¬ 
mous vote of the board. The busi¬ 
ness had been one of the country’s 
largest suppliers of roses. The 
owner had just begun tearing 
down some 44 greenhouses in¬ 
tending to use the property for 
other commercial purposes. 

But the board had other ideas. 
Several developers were coveting 
the property to build single family 
residences. The board preferred 
that development to more com¬ 
mercial enterprises so they re¬ 
zoned it, over the protests of the 
owner, effectively stopping him 
from developing it 

The owner, Paul Weiss, says he 
will not sell to a developer accord¬ 
ing to an article in the Detroit 
News. He may lose the property 
anyway if that bill is enacted into 
law 

The action of the Clinton 
trustees is all too common in local 
governments. There is an attitude 
that professional planners and 
elect^ ofiicials are infallible and 
private property must be used ac¬ 
cording to their dictates or it will 
be taken from the owners. 

That the courts allow this, 
shows how far from the constitu¬ 
tion our government has strayed.

When they counsel 19-year-old 
Jenna Bush for her “drinking 
problem ” I bet they won’t tell her 
that, in the long run, alcohol may 
be good for her. 

Probably better than exercise. 
Probably better than vitamins. 
Probably better than anything that 
she can buy in a health food store. 

“If everybody didn’t drink there 
would be about two percent more 
deaths,” epidemiologist Annie 
Britton said. 

Britton was one of the Univer¬ 
sity of London scientists who re¬ 
searched the benefits that have 
accrued to the healthy tipplers of 
England and Wales. 

According to the University of 
London booze researchers’ report, 
which was released in May, alco¬ 
hol is reducing the death rate in 
England and Wales by about two 
percent each year because it 
helps beat heart disease. 

Moderate drinking cuts male 
deaths by 2.8 percent each year 
and nearly one percent for 
women, the report said. 

' 'At a population level, be¬ 
cause of the cardiovascular ef¬ 
fects, alcohol actually saves more 
lives than it costs,” Britton said. 

Other studies have shown alco¬ 
hol contains substances that may 
interfere with the processes that 
lead to heart disease, according to 
Reuters, my source for the study. 
Some scientists have linked the 
relatively low incidence of heart 
disease in FVance with the FVench 
love of wine, Reuters continued. 

Perhaps alcohol only increases 
the life span of women because 
they don’t drink enough. If that’s 
so, perhaps Jenna Bush was only 
bending her elbow in an attempt 
in the cause of feminist equality. If 
women are entitled to equal pay 
for equal work, why shouldn’t they 
be entitled to equal life spans for 
equal tippling?
